LAST HOURS OF THE LEGISLATURE.

A lbany,' May 16.—The Ho use met to wind 
up the sessio n o f 1889 at 9 o ’clo ck this mo rn­ 
ing. 
N early all o f the meml>crs were in 
their seats, w ith faces heariug an expressio n 
o f relief that their legislative labo rs were so 
nearly ended. 
Senato r V edder’s hill, m aking an appro pri­ 
atio n fo r additio nal clerk hire in the State 
Treasurer’s o ffice, was passed. 
Ainswo rth intro duced the annual tax bill 
which he said had been carefully prepared. 
T he tax figures are as fo llo ws: General fund, 
1.81-100 m ills; canal fund three-tenths o f a 
mill; free scho o l fund ninety seven o ne hun­ 
dredths o f a mill. 
Co nnelly o bjected to the intro ductio n o f 
the bill. 
“ W hat,” said Husted, “ w hy, m an, yo u 
o ught to he indicted. 
Yo u m ight as well o b­ 
ject to the Lo rd’s Prayer as this tax bill.” 
‘ Yo u have co mmitted sins eno ugh to he 
indicted a great many tim es,” reto rted Co n­ 
nelly. 
He attem pted to say so mething abo ut 
New-Yo rk 
paying 
mo re 
than 
her just 
share 
o f 
taxes, 
hut 
was 
bo mbarded 
fro m 
all 
o ver 
the 
Ho use. 
“ Oil, 
let him go , let him go ,” sho uted Ainswo rth. 
The bill was passed at o nce, 08 to 10, and 
sent to the Senate. 
Husted called up Senato r Canto r’s Naval 
Reserve bill and urged its passage, saying the 
Natio nal Go vernment had agreed to suppo rt 
it with an appro priatio n o f $90,000. Mass­ 
achusetts and Rho de Island had already es­ 
tablished a naval reserve, all the o ther states 
wo uld do so and the Empire Stale must he in 
the van. 
The bill was pro gressed and went 
thro ugh with o ne vo te to spare. 
Sheehan mo ved to go into the o rder o f Re­ 
po rts o f Co mmittees fo r the purpo se o f get­ 
ting o ut the rapid transit bill fro m the Rail­ 
ro ad Co mmittee. 
He urged the passage o f 
the bill and intimated that the Go verno r 
wo uld be justified in calling an extra sessio n 


ul Icss so me measure fo r rapid transit relief 
was passed at this sessio n. 
Sheehan’s mo tio n 
required a two -thirds vo te and was lo st. Ayes, 
59; lines, 60. 
The am endm ents to H itt’s bill lelative to 
Justices’ Co urts were co ncurred in. 
Bills passed: Larmo n’s general bill, pro ­ 
viding fo r fishways 
iu dam s; 
Dunlap's, 
am ending the Penal Co de so as to prevent 
the sale o f o pium to mino rs. 
The Senate amendments to the Haggerty 
nstitutio nal am endment fo r additio ns to 
Supreme Justices in the Seco nd Judicial and 
o ther districts were co ncurred iu. 
Husted, fro m the Co nference Co mmittee 
o u the Capito l Appro priatio n Bill, repo rted 
the hill, saying the Co nference Co mmittee 
had agreed o n the bill just ns it passed the 
'.enate, m aking an appro priatio n o f $372,000, 
including $56,000 to impro ve the sauitary 
co nditio ns and also pro viding fo r remo deling 
the ro o ms fo r the Seco nd Divisio n o f the 
Co urt o f Appeals. 
Fish inquired under w hat supervisio n 1 he 
mo ney was to he expended. 
Husted replied that the Co mmissio n created 
bv the Legislature, co nsisting o f the Lieuten­ 
ant Go verno r, President pro 
o f the Senate, 
the Speaker o f the Assembly and the Capito l 
Co mmmissio ner. 
Fish tho ught the Capito l Co mmissio ner 
sho uld be in so le charge. 
He sho uld no t 
vo te fo r any Co mmissio ner. 
Cro sby said he wo uld no t vo te to expend 
o ne cent mo re o n the building. 
The day be­ 
fo re yesterday 
the 
Ho use 
had 
vo ted 
that 
the 
co ntraeto is 
co uld 
plunder 
the 
Stale 
at 
will 
w itho ut 
being 
called to acco unt 
fo r 
their 
sins, 
that 
was the meaning o f the vo te, and it co uld 
no t be co vered up w ith baskets o f flo wers. 
Almo st every sto ne in the building was a 
memo rial to so me lo st reputatio n. 
He wo uld 
no t trust the angel Gabriel this year, fo r he 
wo uld, like Lucifer, fall, never to rise again. 
Ainswo rth jum ped to his feet, with flash­ 
ing eyes, and said; “ That m an’s veno m ,” re­ 
ferring to Cro sby, “ canno t be wiped o ut by 
any private apo lo fy which he eau m ake.” 
Ainswo rth was o ppo sed to the appro priatio n, 
but did no t desire it to lie defeated. 
Fish's o nly o bjectio n was because Speaker 
Co le was o n the Co mmissio n. 
Fish said this 
was 
a malicio us misrepresentatio n. 
“ I 
do ubt whether there is an ho nest hair in his 
A insw o rth’s] head,” he added, as he glared 
at the m em ber fro m Oswego . 
“ He talks 
abo ut co nscience, 
why, 
I 
do n’t believe 
he ever had a co nscience.” 
Sheehan emphasized the Dem o cratic po si­ 
tio n that there sho uld be no Co mmissio ns in 
charge, hut the Capito l Co mmissio n sho uld 
he given full autho rity. 
He believed the 
Capito l sho uld be co mpleted. 
The hill was 
passed, ayes 70, no es 40. 
Husted presented the repo rt o f the Special 
Co mmittee o n Rules, which was ado pted, 
and o n H usted’s request was referred back to 
the Co mmittee, with instructio ns to repo # at 
the o pening o f the next Legislature.

IIRSCH GOING TO TURKEY. 


LAST H O URS OF TH E LEG ISLATU RE. 
The Business T rautad nl To-Day—The Clos­ 
ing Scenes this A fternoon. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman 
Albany. May 16.—The House rcettowiud 
up the session of 1889 at 9 o’clock this morn­ 
ing. Nearly all of the memliers were in 
their seats, with faces bearing an expression 
of relief that their legislative labors were so 
nearly ended. 
Senator Vedder’s bill, making an appropri­ 
ation for additional clerk hire in the State 
Treasurer’s office, was passed. 
Ainsworth introduced the annual tax hill 
which he said had been carefully prepared. 
The tax figures are as follows: General fund, 
.81-100 mills; canal fund three-tenths of a 
mill; free school fund ninety seven one-hun­ 
dredths of a mill. 
Connelly objected to the introduction of 
the bill. 
“ What,” said Husted, “ why, man, you 
ought to be indicted. You might as well ob­ 
ject to the Lord’s Prayer as this tax bill.” 
You have committed sins enough to be 
indicted a great many times,” retorted Con­ 
elly. He attempted to say something about 
New-York paying more than her just 
share of taxes, 
but was bombarded 
from 
all 
over 
the 
House. 
“ Oh, 
let him go. let him go,” shouted Ainsworth. 
The bill was passed at once, G8 to 16, and 
sent to the Senate. 
Husted called up Senator Cantor’s Naval 
Reserve bill and urged its passage, saying the 
National Government had agreed to support 
it with an appropriation of $90,000. Mass­ 
achusetts and Rhode Island had already es- 
ablished a naval reserve, all the other states 
would do so and the Empire State must tit* in 
the van. The bill was progressed and went 
through with one vote to spare. 
Sheehan moved to go into the order of Re­ 
ports of Committees for the purpose of get­ 
ting out the rapid transit hill from the Rail­ 
road Committee. He urged the passage of 
the hill and intimated that the Governor 
would be justified in calling an extra session 
utless some measure for rapid transit relief 
w as passed at this session. Sheehan’s motion 
required a two-thirds vote and was lost. Aves, 
53; uoes, 60. 
The amendments to llitt’s hill lelative to 
Justices’ Courts were concurred in. 
Bills passed: Laruion’s general hill, pro­ 
viding for fishways in dams; Dunlap's, 
amending the Penal Code so as to prevent 
the sale of opium to minors. 
The Senate amendments to the Haggerty 
constitutional amendment for additions to 
Supreme Justices in the Second Judicial and 
other districts were concurred in. 
Husted, from the Conference Committee 
ou ttie Capitol Appropriation Bill, reported 
the hill, saying the Conference Committee 
had agreed on the bill just as it passed the 
Tenate, making an appropriation of $372,000. 
including $56,000 to improve the sanitary 
conditions and also providing for remodeling 
the rooms for the Second Division of the 
’ourt of Appeals. 
Fish inquiied under what supervision the 
money was to be expended. 
Husted replied that the Commission created 
bv the Legislature, consisting of the Lieuten­ 
ant Governor, Presidentpra tern of the Senate, 
the Speaker of the Assembly and the Capitol 
Commuiissioner. 
Fish thought the Capitol Commissioner 
should be in sole charge. He should not 
vote for any Commissioner. 
Crosby said lie would not vote to expend 
one cent more on the building. The day be­ 
fore yesterday the House had voted 
that the contraetois 
could 
plunder 
the

at 
will without 
being 
called to account for their sins, that 
was the meaning of the vote, and it could 
not he covered up with baskets of flowers. 
Almost every stone in the building was a 
memorial to some lost reputation. He would 
not trust the angel Gabriel this year, for he 
would, like Lucifer, fall, never to rise again. 
Ainsworth jumped to his feet, with flash­ 
ing eyes, nnd said: “That man’s venom,” re­ 
ferring to Crosby, “cannot be wiped out by 
any private apology which he can make.”

Fish's only objection was because Speaker 
Cole was on the Commission. Fish said this

at the member from Oswego. “ He talks 
about conscience, why, I don’t believe 
he ever had a conscience.” 
Sheelian emphasized the Democratic posi­ 
tion that there should be no Commissions in 
charge, but the Capitol Commission should 
be given full authority, lie believed tbe 
Capitol should be completed. The bill was 
passed, ayes 70, noes 40. 
Husted presented the report of the Special 
Committee on Rules, which was adopted, 
and on Husted’s request was referred back to 
the Committee, with instructions to reporj, at 
the opening of the next Legislature.

The time for the final adjournment of the Legis­ 
lature of 1889 is upon us. In the history of our 
great Commonwealth ttfis Is the one hundred fcnd 
twelfth session that has seen the close of its Legis­ 
lative labors, Like the majority of ita pro 


deeessors, *t his not accomplished nil the 
reforms which at 
the commencement of 
its life it londly imagined could lie achieved, 
but it ceases to exist with the sincere conviction 
that upon the whole Its efforts merit in a very large 
degree the approval and congratulation of the people 
of the State. All the great problems which have 
seemed to demand and absorb tbe attention of our 
people have been discussed and considered with 
fairness, courage and discretion. Reform of tlie 
excise laws, purification of the ballot, the 
problem of prison labor, improvement of the 
canals, equalization of tbe burden of taxation, 
and, in fact, all the great questions of the hour have 
received thorough and candid treatment and manly 
and intelligent consideration.

It is sufficient for me to say that I take leave 
of this Assembly with the highest respect for its 
ability nnd character anil without one remaining 
spark of personal bitterness toward any of the 
members of the House, but with the kindliest feel­ 
ings towards each and every individual upon the 
floor. I desire to return my earnest thanks for your 
always manly and courteous treatment and gener­ 
ous and constant attendance. The hour of 12 having 
arrived.

LOSS OF LIFK IN CANADA.

GOV. HILL CRITICISED. 


The Providence Jo urna l is a Democratic 
paper, which went the “ whole hog” on the 
Mills bill and supported Mr. Cleveland with 
ardor and ability. 
It has also been kindly 
disposed towards Governor H ill, and evident 
lv prepared to welcome him as the candidate 
of his party if the Presidential nomination 
should fall into his lap in 1892. 
Put it is not 
pleased with the veto of the ¡Saxton ballot re­ 
form bill. 
It says he has failed to show his 
usual ingenuity in disguising his pretense.and 
that “ his objections arc ridiculous and un 
worthy of the dignity of an extended analysis 
and refutal.” 
But here is its opinion of his 
approval of only so much of the measure a 
requires secret booths or enclosures into whi 
the voter can go to arrange his ballots : 
Sh orn of an iuordinate quantity of verbiage, tli 
plan wh ich h e proposes is to h ave ballots provide! 
by any quantity by party m anagers outside th e 
polling places and th en to simply require th e voter 
to go tu out of sigh t to prepare th em .

rary and purely perfunctory secreting of th e voter, 
after h e h ad h ad th e ballots put m h is h ands by a 
party w orker, jierh aps with a h rilH- a fte r h e h ad 
given th e party w orker am ple proof (h at h e h ad no 
oth er ballots about h is cloth es. 
If th is is w h at th e 
G overnor refers to as "th e sm allest actual good 
h e h as undeniably h it upon th e truth . 
Home other objections, the Jo urna l thinks 
come dangerously near being lampoons of tb 
Governor’s real intentions. 
Ilis suggestion 
that if a candidate were to die or withdraw 
within a few days of an election, his name 
would have to remain on the ballot ami could 
not be replaced, the Jo urna l answers by as 
sorting that just as adequate means are pro 
vided for such unfrequent emergencies asun 
der nur present system. 
In the next objec 
tion that if no duly certified nominations 
should be made, all the people of the state 
would be disfranchised, the Jo urna l think 
the Governor is “ put to such straits for meth 
ods of explaining away the most desirable 
features of the bill that lie ingenuously ex 
presses the fear that party managers of the 
slate of New York would be so indifferent to 
the approaching election and so negligent of 
necessary arrangements as to omit to certify 
their candidates. Governor Hill knows pretty 
well by this time that party managers in New 
York are not constructed that w a y.” 
The Governor's constitutional objections 
are found to rise above the others “ to the 
comparative dignity of being simply w ea k,’ 
and the Jo urna l thinks that the judicial char 
acter who would find it a necessary im plica­ 
tion that when the constitution says the bal. 


lots shall contain the names of the persons 
for whom the elector intends to vote, it says 
in effect that the ballots sha 11 contain no otlie 


names, “ is probably not sitting on a supreme 
bench.” 
The Jo urna l concludes by showin 
what ails the Governor, as follows:

Th at political elem ent of wh ich Gov. Hill is th e con­ 
spicuous h ead objects naturally to th e deprivation of 
tfiis effective m eans for fraud. 
The Governor held some sort of a spell 
over his followers so long as they could pro 
nounce him smart. 
But in this veto lie deals 
in drivel that is acceptable only to idiots.

great many people were ready to applaud him 
as long as he appeared to be a sharp dema­ 
gogue. who can now only despise and repudi­ 
ate him for his blundering and transparent 
sophistries.

The arrangement shows that to have a Normal 
school in an adjoining county does not suffice. 
If it did, Saratoga could he satisfied with the 
one in Albany,and Herkimer and Oneida with 
the one in Otsego, neither would.there be an 
excuse for the present existence of schools in 
Chautauqua and Erie and in Monroe and 
Livingston. 
The sixteen counties now provided for, if 
the acts of yesterday become laws, are repre­ 
sented in the Legislature by fifteen Senators 
ami 88 Assemblymen. 
The representatives 
of these counties will always realize their ob­ 
ligations to their fellow members who helped 
through their scheme, and can thus fie relied 
upon to assist every Normal School enter­ 
prise. 
Aud eleh new gain strengthens the 
party that is always loookitig out for the 
cause of education and a big appropriation. 
It is within two votes of a majority in the 
Seuatc, while in the Assembly it cun win by 
log rolling. 
Of course there can never be too much of 
onr excellent educational system. 
But the

Schools that their expense to the state is out 
of all proportion to the numbers educated, as 
compared with other schools.

This leaves an 
estimated surplus of $44,172,142. 
For the 
year ending on the 30th of J une next the 
revenues were estimated at $440,563,734, and 
the appropriations by the late Congress were 
$422,626,844. The appropriations by a Dem­ 
ocratic Congress exceed its estimate of the 
necessities of a Republican administration by 
$27,28 8 ,8 28 . ___________________

Tlie Providence Journal is a Democratic 
paper, which went the “ whole hog” on the 
Mills bill and supported Mr. Cleveland with 
ardor and ability. 
It has also been kindly 
disposed towards Governor Hill, and evident­ 
ly prepared to welcome him as the candidate 
of his party if the Presidential nomination 
should fall* into his lap in 1892. 
But it is not 
pleased with the veto of the Saxton ballot re­ 
form bill. 
It says he hies failed to show his 
usual ingenuity in disguising his pretense.and 
that “ his objections are ridiculous and un­ 
worthy of the dignity of an extended analysis 
and refutal.” 
But here is its opinion of his 
approval of only so much of the measure as 
requires secret 1 tooths or enclosures into which 
the voter can go to arrange his ballots : 
Shorn of an iuordinate quantity of verbiage, the 
plan which he proposes is to have ballots provided 
by any quan tity by party m anagers outside tae 
polling places and then to simply require the voter 
to go iu out of sight to prepare them . 
All the re­ 
form there would be about this would be the tempo­ 
rary and purely perfunctory secreting of the voter, 
after he had had the ballots put in his hands by a 
party w orker, perhaps *ith a bribe 
a f t e r he bad 
given the party worker ample proof that he had no 
other ballots about his clothes. If this is what the 
Governor refers to as "the smallest actual good, 
he has undeniably hit upon the truth. 
Sonic other objections, the Journal thinks, 
come dangerously near being lampoons of the 
Governor’s real intentions, 
llis suggestion 
that if a candidate were to die or withdraw 
within a few days of an election, his name 
would have to remain on the ballot anti could 
not be replaced, the Journal answers by as­ 
serting that just as adequate means are pro­ 
vided for such unfrequent emergencies asu n ­ 
der our present system. 
Tn the next objec­ 
tion that if no duly certified nominations 
should be m ade, all the people of the state 
would be disfranchised, the Journal thinks 
the Governor is “ put to such straits for meth­ 
ods of explaining away the most desirable 
features of the bill that he ingenuously ex 
presses the fear that party m anagers of the 
state of New Y ork would be so indifferent to 
the approaching election and so negligent of 
necessary arrangements as to omit to certify 
their candidates. Governor Hill knows pretty 
well by this tim e that party managers in New 
York are not constructed that w ay.” 
The Governor’s constitutional objections 
are found to rise above the others “ to tlie 
comparative dignity of being sim ply w eak.’ 
and the Journal thinks that the judicial char 
acter who w ould find it a necessary implica 
tiou that when the constitution says tlie bal. 


l o t s s h a l l contain the names of the persons 
for whom the elector intends to vote, it says 
in effect that the ballots sha 11 contain no otlie 


names, “ is probably not sitting on a supreme 
bench.” 
T he Journal concludes by showin 
what ails the Governor, as follows: 
His real—but, of course, not expressed—objection 
to the ofllcial ballot is that it strikes a destructive 
blow at th at system of deceptive ballots and pasters 
which his party workers have found useful iu trad­ 
ing and which was so extensively em ployed in New 
York City at the last election. In the notorious Hth 
district of New York City, tor instance, the system 
by which voters are traded by the thousand is de­ 
pendent on the practice by which the district work­ 
ers put into the hands of electors the ballots they 
are to vote, and then the electors are m arched up 
and w atched to see th at those ballots are deposited. 
That political element of which Gov. Hill is the con­ 
spicuous head objects naturally to the deprivation of 
iiiis effective m eans for fraud. 
The Governor held some sort of a spell 
over his followers so long as they could pro­ 
nounce him smart. 
But in this veto he deals 
in drivel that is acceptable only to idiots. 
A 
great m any people were ready to applaud him 
as long as he appeared to be a sharp dema­ 
gogue, who can now only despise and repudi­ 
ate him for his blundering and transparent 
sophistries. 


result of the action of yesterday, if carried to 
a successful conclusion, will be to place a 
Normal School in every county of the state. 
The arrangem ent shows that to have a Normal 
school in an adjoining county does not suffice. 
If it did, Saratoga could l>e satisfied with the 
one in A lbany,and Herkim er and Oneida with 
the one in Otsego, neither would.there be an 
excuse for the present existence of schools in 
Chautauqua and Krie and in Monroe and 
Livingston. 
The sixteen counties now provided for, if 
the acts of yesterday become laws, are repre­ 
sented in the Legislature by fifteeu Senators 
ami 38 Assemblymen. 
The representatives 
of these counties will always realize their ob­ 
ligations to their fellow members who helped 
through their scheme, and can thus be relied 
upon to assist every Normal School enter- 
piise. 
And e5ch new gain strengthens the 
party that is always loookiug out for the 
cause of education and a big appropriation. 
It is within two votes of a m ajority in the 
Senate, w hile iu the Assembly it can win by 
log rolling. 
Of course there can never be too much of 
onr excellent educational system. 
But the 
charge has been brought against the Normal 
Schools that their expense to the state is out 
of all proportion to the numbers educated, as 
compared with other schools. 
A fter the in­ 
stitutions are all built there will probably be, 
in consequence of this, an overhauling of ac­ 
counts by tax payers and a resolute insistence 
that no more shall he paid them for a certain 
amount of education than is charged for an 
equal amount in 
high schools, academics 
and colleges. 
Tlie pressing need of our Nor­ 
mal system is instruction in a prudent and re­ 
liable system of book keeping.

No. t, a sarchopagus Byzantine pedes­ 
tal,surmounted by a group of statuary, con­ 
sisting of figures of a soldier and sailor ir. 
bronze, and a figure o f victory, with each 
hand extended, holding a wreath of laurel 
over the head of the soldier and sailor.

base of the monument is 17 feet, six inches 
long,

deep,

N o. 2 is a columnar monument of purely 
metropolitan design. 
A pedestal at each

corners, the monument to l>e about 30 feet 
in height.
